Wahunetans it hath aboundaunce of frethe water and 
ficthe, and the fayzeſt lalte that euer N fawe . The poꝛte is eight 
myles from the continent, it is ſubiecte to the Soltan of Ama· 
nian of Arabia Felix . After we had remayned here two ; 
we tooke our way towarde the mouth of the red fea in the 
bk two dayes faplyng: This fea may here be ſayled both day and 

nygbt. Jo; (as we haue ſayde belfoze) from this lande onto 

the poꝛte ok Zida, the red ſea is not lafely nauigable by nyght · 
WA hen we came to the mouth of che fea, we feemed to be in ma 
ner incloſed, foz that the mouth of the fea is there very ſtreyght, 
and no moze then thee myles auer. Towarde che right hande, 
the continent lande is ſeene of the heyght often pales: the ole 
ſeemeth rude and not cultured . At the lefte hande of the layde 
mouth, ryſeth a very hygh hyll of tone. In the myddeſt of the 
mouth, is a litle Nande bnhabited, named Bebmendo, and is to⸗ 
warde the lefte hande to them that layle to Zeils: But they that 
goe to Aden, mut keepe the wap tu the le ſte hande. All this wap, 
we had euer the lande in our fight, from Bebmendo ta Aden, in 
the {pace of two dayes and a halle,

Doe not remember that J haue ſeene any citie better fortis 
fico then this It fandech on a fople not much wmequall, fr is Sil lte. 
walled on two ſpdes: The reſte is incloled with mountapnes, . 3. 
hauyng on them kyue foꝛtreſſes . The citie conteynech fire 
thoufande houſes . They cxerciſe of bying and ſellyng, begyn⸗ ping and tts 
neth the letonde houre of the nyght, by reaſan ol extreeme heate ug by nraßt. 
in the day tyme. A fone caſt from the citie, is a mountapne, 
hauyng on it a loztreſſe. The ſhyppes lye neare che foote ol the ö 
mountapne: it is certapnely a berꝑ goodly citie, and the fay⸗ 
reſt of all the cities of Arabia Felix . To this, as to the chiefe 
marte, the merchauntes of India, Ethiopia, and Perſia, haue tes 
courte by fea, and they allo that reſote to Aecha. Aſſoone as 
our Bꝛigantines came into the hauen, immediately the cuſto· 
mers and ſearchers came aboꝛde, demaundyng what we were, 
from whence we came, what merchaundies we brought, and 
howe many men were in euery Brigantine. 
Beyng aduertiſed of theſe thinges, ummediatelp thep tooke 
awap our matte, faples, and other tackelynges of our ſhyp⸗ 
pes, that we ſhould not departe without paying of cultome. 
The day after our arrpupng there, the Pabumetans taake rye unetpont 
mee, and put ſhackles on my legges, whiche came by occaſi⸗ taken and put 
on of a certapne Idolatour who crped alter mee, laying, O in duiten. 
Chitin Dogge, boone of Dogges. hen the Pahu⸗ Picade the 
metans hearde the name of a Chpittian, incontinent chep zar char an 
layde handes on mee, and bought mee to the Licuetenaunt mange are 
of the Soltan of that place, who aſſemblyng his counfayle, ee tt ne 
atked their opinion if J ſhould bee put to death as a ſppe of in Arabia and 
the Chniſtians.

Soltan ſhould be aduertiſed hereof . Anm therefoze J eſcaped 


this pꝛeſent daunger, and remayned in cuftodie fiftie and fyue 
dayes, with an Iron of eightiene pounde weyght hangyng at 
nip fecte, The leconde day alter J was taken, many Mahu⸗ 
metans in great rage reſoꝛted to him, whole office was to make 
inguiſition of treafon . Theſe a kewe dapes befoꝛe, by ſwym⸗ 
myng hardly eſcaped the handes of the Poztugales, with the 
lolle of they Foiſtes and Garkes, and there loze delired greatly 
to bee reuenged ok the Chyiſtians: alfpꝛmyng with outragiong 
crye, that J was a ſpye of the Poꝛtugales. But God fayled not 
to allyſt me. Soʒ the maiſter of the pꝛiſon, perceyuing the outs 


rage ok the Pahumetans, and fearyng that they would offer 


me violence, made faſt the gates of the pifon . After that 
fpue and liftie dapes were palte, the Soltan commaunded that 
J thoul be bꝛought before him: and ſo, fet vypon a Camel with 
inp ſhackles, J came in eight dayes tourney to the place where 
the Soltan laye, and was bꝛought to his prefence in a citie nas 
med Wada : foptiere the Soltati had allembled an army of 
thirtie thouſande men, to make warre agaynſt the Soltan ofthe 
citie ok Saas, whiche is thꝛee dayes iourney from Nada, and 
ſituate partly on the declining ol a hyll, and partly in a plapne, 
very faype to be ſeene, well peopled, and hauyng plentie of all 


- thinges . Then J came before the Soltan, he began to alte 


me what J was. Janſ wered that I was a Roman, pꝛofeſſed a 
Mamatuke in Babylon of Alcayr, and that of religious mynd 
to diſcharge my conſcience of a vowe whiche J had made to {ee 
the bodie of Nabi the holy Pꝛophet, J came tothe citie of Ne- 
dinathalbabi, where they fay he is buried: aud that in all cities 
and countreys by the way, J hearde honourable repopte of his 
greatneſſe, wiledome, and ſinguler bertue, and thereloꝛe cralſed 
not vntyll J entred his dominions, moſte defirous to {ce his 
face, veldyng thankes to God, and Nabi, that it was nowe my 
chaunce to be pꝛeſented before him: truſtyng that the equitie of 
his wiſedome, would thereby conſyder that J was no ſppe of the 
Chziſtians, but a true Mahumetaa, and his ſeruant and ſlaue.
